TO DISPENSE . LIQUORS, 

Druggists Believe It Should Be Handled as 
other Drugs and Poisons, •• 

The following has been issued to the 
public by the Maine Pharmaceutical 
Association; 

Danforth, Me,, July 23, 1906. 
To the Druggists of Maine: 

At a joint meeting of the executive 
and legislative committee held July 18, 
1906, it was voted that some action 
should be taken by the druggists of tho 
State, to obtain proper legislation, al¬ 
lowing them to dispense .alcoholic liq 
nors for medicinal purposes, thus talc¬ 
ing them out of the criminal class, as 
the present law places them in ease of 
using liquors even in the most 
;d eases. We think it time to as- 
ourselves and ask the citizens of 
Mate of Maine to grant ns the legal 
right to handle under proper restrie- 
011 , alcoholic liquors the same as 
rugs and poisons. 

We do not ask to sell liquors indis- 
•riminately, but to have the right to 
use where it is necessary. We feel

The 
results were as follows, in brief: On 
good macadam roads the draft of the 
wide tires was 26 per cent, less than 
the narrow. On gravel road wide tire 
was 24.1 per cent. less. On dirt roads, 
dry and smooth, no- dust, wide tire was 
26.8 per cent. less. On clay road, deep 
spongy mud, drying on top, wide tire 
was 52 to 61 per cent, less than narrow. 
On meadow, pasture, stubble, from wet 
to dry, wide tire was from 17 to 120 
per cent, less than narrow. Ordinarily 
the difference would not he so marked, 
as the difference in width of tires is 
not so great, usually. But there is no 
question of the great advantage in 
having, wide tires,, Another feature 
that is important, and* that has been 
enforced by law in some .counties, is 
to have the width of tread in the rear 
and forward axles different. This pre¬ 
vents the wheels from tracking and 
saves cutting < up the road to a great 
extent. 

VEGETABLE POISpN. 

Remedies Suggested by Gerald Mc¬ 
Carthy of the North Carolina 
Agricultural Department. 

Animals and children frequently eat 
the stems and bulbs of poisonous 
plants, with fatal results. To know 
just what to do to relieve vegetable 
poisoning is hightly important. For 
animals not much can be done. A 
draft of warm melted lard poured 
down the throat of the animal from 
a- long-necked bottle will generally re¬ 
lieve the pain and in most cases, when 
used soon after the effect of the poi¬ 
son becomes visible, will save the ani¬ 
mal’s life. 

In ease of children, a prompt emetic 
should he the first thing. Sulphate of 
zinc, from 20 to 30 grains in a cupful 
of warm water,- is effective, as is a 
teaspoonful of mustard in a cup of 
warm water. After the emetic has 
acted, give some sweet oil, cream or 
fresh milk. • If- the pain is severe, 
from five to ten drops of laudanum 
may he added to the oil, cream or 
milk. If the patient becomes drowsy, 
give strong coffee or whisky in small, 
repeated doses and keCp patient walk¬ 
ing.. Children should he taught to 
avoid eating strange plants and stock 
should not be turned out too early, 
when hunger forces them to eat 
plants they instinctively avoid at 
other times.

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SOME NEEDED LESSONS. 

All the Members of the Family Should 
Co-operate About Keeping the 
Back Yard Neat. 

Teach the little ones (and admon¬ 
ish the older ones) that the screen 
doors and, window screens are not 
made to kick, or shove against, or to* 
punch things through. How often 
we see the wire either bulging out, 
or pushed into holes where the feet 
or hands press against it in opening 
or shutting the doors, or the window 
screens rendered useless because the 
baby and his two or three year-old 
elder are allowed to press or lean? 
against it, or to stick things through 
it. Each one should he taught how 
to handle such things, and not al¬ 
lowed to touch the wire, under any 
circumstances. A screen door patched 
with a bit of cloth is unsightly enough 
but it is better than the hole it cov¬ 
ers, as it excludes the Intruding in¬ 
sects, Old pieces of the wire, saved 
from a former covering, are much bet¬ 
ter to use as a patch. 

Teach the children and their eld¬ 
ers (and in some cases, yourself) not 
to throw peelings, parings, paper, 
bits of cloth, etc., about the back 
door. There should be a box or an 
old pail close at hand, and into this 
one can put all refuse, emptying it 
at least once a day, either to burn, 
bury, or put on the far-removed ma¬ 
nure pile. If the whole family is, 
careful to keep things picked up and. 
put in place, the yard about the 
kitchen door may be as lovely as that 
in front of the house. This is the 
part of the premises more often seen 
By the housewife than any other* aud¬ 
it should have bright things in it. 
But the housewife cannot have this 
beauty without cooperation of the- 
rest of the family, and she will often 
be blamed for a dirty, disorderly back 
yard when she has no sort of control 
over it. This is where cooperation 
should he strongly in evidence. I am 
sorry to say that the most frequent 
offender against the rules of order as 
they affect the hack yard is the father 
of the family, himself.—The Com¬ 
moner. 


ARRANGING CUT FLOWERS- 

Cut Stems a Little Every Day, But in* 
Fresh Water—Should Look as 
If Growing. 

First of all, a little salt put in the 
water in which cut flowers are kept 
will lengthen the lives of the flowers. 

The water should be changed each 
day, and the stems cut a trifle, and! 
washed by being held under the faucet. 

Remember, when arranging hunches 
of flowers that the most effective hour 
quets are those made to look as nearly 
as possible like the growing plant. Use - 
plenty of green foliage and put the- 
flowers in loosely, never in a tight, set 
bunch. The best way to arrange them* 
is to put the green in first and then. > 
fill in the blossoms. Sometimes two 1 
or three long-stemmed flowers, or even-, 
a single flower, in a long, slender vase- 
is more effective than a large bunch* 
of the same flowers. 

Little wire screens for holding the 
flowers are fitted over the top of bowls 
and baskets, and make the arranging; 
of the flowers a very easy matter. This 
is specially necessary if the howl is 
a shallow one. An ingenious woman,, 
who did not wish to go to the expense* 
of having a silver wire screen made 
for this purpose, bought a wire screen,, 
such as is commonly used for the sink,, 
and fitted it over a bowl herself. This 
made an excellent holder and was, of 
course, much cheaper than the sliver, 
one.—Brooklyn Eagle. 


To Procure Sound Sleep: . 

The character of sleep is affected by 
many influences, both mental and 
physical. The person who, upon re¬ 
tiring for the night, fails to put away 
the cares of 'the day that is past; or 
borrows the thoughts of the morrow, 
is slow to reach the depths of sleep, 
and wakes hut little refreshed.

The sap rings 
showed that nearly a century has 
elapsed since the eggs were laid, and it 
was obvious that the hollow had closed 
automatically. The eggs were intact, 
but slightly faded.—London Daily 
Mail. 


German Cinnamon Cake. 

TO one quart flour add one teaspoon 
salt* two teaspoons baking powder, 
three tablespoons butter, one egg, one 
pint milk, one teaspoon vanilla or 
lemon. Dough should be soft. Roll 
one inch think, put in shallow pahs 
and cover the top with a creamy mix¬ 
ture of sugar, cinnamon and melted 
butter. Bake in a quick oven. 


A Flower Vase, 

For cleaning the Inside of the flower- 
glass dr vase which cannot be scalded,, 
put a tablespoonful of rock salt Into a 
gill of vinegar, pour Into the vase and 
shake about for a few minutes, them' 
rinse clean with soft water.

The Euphagists. 

Euphagists are a dietetic sect who< 
refuse to take eating seriously. They 
purpose to eat, drink and be merry 
especially, be merry. It is the royal' 
road to health and long life. The 
London News suggests that “if a care¬ 
less attendant spills hot soup down 
the back of his neck, the euphagist 
temporarily stops euphaging, that is 
all.” 


“Jimmy” Reynolds,. of Boston, as¬ 
sistant secretary of the treasury, is 
the champion long-distance signature 
writer of the Roosevelt administra¬ 
tion. He writes his name oftener than 
any other man in any of the govern¬ 
ment departments, and as his signa¬ 
ture is of the fancifully strenuous 
brand, he probably “slings more ink” 
affixing it to public documents than 
any other one “chief” in Washington. 

Secretary Reynolds has beaten the 
signature signing record of Uncle Joe 
Cannon, who, as speaker of the house, 
has to sign every hill that passes. He 
has distanced Secretary Root, who has 
a short name of nine letters. Secre¬ 
tary Taft, another of the short name 
fellows, isn’t in the same class with 
Mr, Reynolds. Even President Roose¬ 
velt doesn’t sign his name as-often 
as Secretary Reynolds. 

The fountain pens that Secretary 
Reynolds has put out of business would 
fill a large waste basket. He uses ur 
three a day signing his mail,* and 
while they are mended and used again 
eventually, their life is short and 
strenuous and their period of useful¬ 
ness brief. He scorns the slow going 
“dip” pens. 

“Jimmy” Reynolds has been assist¬ 
ant secretary of the treasury for near¬ 
ly 15 months. In that time he has 
signed his name a trifle more than 
100,000 times. He puts his name at 
the bottom of 300 carefully scanned 
documents or letters a day. Two mes¬ 
sengers keep busy handling the pa¬ 
pers. 

“What they need in the treasury de¬ 
partment,” said Mr. Reynolds, recent¬ 
ly, “Is a Chinese official whose sole 
duty it shall he to sign all the mail. 
I am thinking of broaching this su 
ject. What a cinch a man would have 
have signing letters whose name was 
‘Ah Sin.’ He could get through 4,000 
letters and warrants an hour, or about 
30,000 a day. That would be worth 
while. Then, too, there would be a 
great saving in ink.” 

Mr. Reynolds uses a bottle of foun¬ 
tain pen ink a day the year round. 

Last summer when the temperature 
was 100 under one of the treasury de¬ 
partment electric fans, and Mr. Rey¬ 
nolds was simply delighted with the 
ball game article the Washingtons 
were putting up, and work was get¬ 
ting slack, 12,000 Indian warrants 
came in. They had to be signed. The 
other assistant secretaries were on 
their vacations, and "Jimmy” signed 
them, the whole 12,000. He lost 21 
pound's and soured his disposition. 


The remarkable increase during 
the last few years in the number ‘of 
women employed in various branches 
of commercial life in Japan must be 
regarded as a very significant sign 
of the times. Not content with the 
occupations which have almost ex¬ 
clusively belonged to f Pinalos, they 
have now invaded those fields which 
have hitherto been considered as be¬ 
longing to the male sex. 

The experiment made in the em¬ 
ployment of women as clerks and- 
bookkeepers has been found satisfac¬ 
tory, and we now find girls employed 
by many of the firms and stores in 
Tokyo and other large cities. The 
employment of women in these vari¬ 
ous directions will do much towaid 
emancipating the Japanese women, 
who have until now been entirely de¬ 
pendent on men for the shaping ot 
their - destinies. It is only natural, 
under such circumstances, that female 
education should engage serious pub¬ 
lic attention. The number of girls 
receiving a school education, it is 
stated, is now more than eight times 
the number of those at school en 
years ago. More remarkable are the 
figures given by the Tokyo Educa¬ 
tional society. Fifteen years ago the 
percentage of females admitted o e 
training school for teachers was less 
than 20 , as compared with the men, 
but to-day the rate has been com¬ 
pletely reversed, the number of male 
applicants being now' about 15 per 
cent of the total! It is said that 
women, as teachers, are Pi'°^ n S 
themselves superior to men, and tha 
there is consequently more demand 
for the former than the latter. There 
is no doubt that the employment of 
women in the various branches ot 
business activity will steadily in¬ 
crease with the advance of education 
among them.
